At  the  request  of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
tho  position  with .regard  to  water  supplies  must  bo  ‘briefly 
mentioned* *  . , ... 

• The f supply  is  surface  water  taken  from  a 
mountain  stream, This'  is  brought  into  a reservoir  and  treated 
by  sand  filtration.  ••  ..  . V." 

Tho  water  at  Llaqwrtyd  Wells  has  been  found 
insufficient  during  long  spoils  of  drought  and  at  tho  Sleight  of 
tho  summer  season, v/hon  tho  town  is  full  of  visitors, some 
difficulty  is  experienced  in  maintaining  a . constant  supply  to 
tho  houses  on  tho  higher  reaches, An'  augmentation  scheme  had  boon 
prepared  before  tho  outbreak  of  war  which  will  no  doubt  bo 
proceeded  with  at  the ' earliest  possible  tine. 

The  supply  is  a constant  ono  and  all  the  housos 
in  tho  town  are  "on  tap". 

Tho  water  is  inclined  to  bo  rather  soft  in 
character  but  no  adverse  report  has  over  boon  received  regarding 
its  action  on  load.
